Everything is said to have ex­ 
tremes, ir this is true, the present 
system of education is an extreme 
when viewed from the angle of pre­ 
sentation. Theory is rampant even 
in the most primary grades. Deduc­ 
tion, induction and the whole fam­ 
ily of Ductions fill 
teacher’s mind 
with a bewildering mass of un­ 
meaning, philosophical, pedagogical 
rubbish that stifle initiative, pro­ 
ducing a standardized creature full 
of terms and bubbling with wisdom 
(?) yet dead and as lifeless as old 
King Tut. The teachers’ training 
schools of the country are not much 
more than enflaming plant 4 where 
the teacher is mum!fled. 
About twenty years ago the child 
had faculties. The teacher had to 
manage the child pretty much as 
you would a Ford, oiling here and 
there, bracing this and eliminating 
that till the child could hit on four 
without sputtering. Now a child has 
no faculties, however, he is a living 
mass of instincts thrilling, bubbling 
and running over with 
life .that 
must be standardized or killed by 
some old squint eyed, philosophical, 
bookized mummy that has but one 
instint left—ego. 
So is life. No use to kick against 
the philosophers, for they get bread 
and butter through their superior 
powers of a cut and dried philos­ 
ophy that will be called “bunk” by 
the next generation. 
The child must be a deducedly 
good deducer and it must 
Able 
to Induce the teacher to deduce 
the fact that it has been actively 
inducing and deducing from this to 
that till 
it has become a stero- 
typed philosopher-—standardized. 
Your grandfather thought a fel­ 
low had to have something to build 
on before he could reason either in­ 
ductively or deductively. 
Lincoln 
spent the early days of his life 
building his mind up with the ex­ 
periences 
of his ancestors: he did 
in time become a philosopher of 
worth all because he had learned 
and appropriated the knowledge of 
the past 
in his earl life, without 
wondering about why he did it. I 
have often wondered if we can rea­ 
son on a subject that 
we 
know 
nothing about. Also we wonder if 
youth can reason correctly until it 
has established associations upon 
which it may intelligently build re­ 
lations. The rule is— “Deduce and 
induce from instincts, not from ex­ 
perience.” How long this silly ex­ 
treme will continue is a question. 
Philosophy, to the Adolescent, is 
like water in gasoline, one strong 
backfire and a conclusion is reach­ 
ed—.Dead. 
We learn to do by doing not by 
philosophical thought as expounded 
by some egotistical mummy. Less 
philosophy and more action will be 
the result in the educational world 
within the next few ears. We need 
workers, DOERS, not phiosophers.

sents an anomaly unparallelled in 
Cuban politics. Although he was in­ 
dicted last fall for seeking to over­ 
throw the government and legally 
is a fugitive fr«m justice, President 
Zayas recently signed a decree ex­ 
tending his leave of absence from 
his post as minister to London, and 
Velez remains in hiding still talk­ 
ing revolution. 
Velez came home last spring on 
his first leave in 12 years of ser­ 
vice as minister 
to Mexico 
and 
Great Britain and went 
to 
South 
America to represent Cuba at a Pan 
American conference. On returning 
to Havana he oecame dissatisfied 
and helped organize the Veterans’ 
and Patriots’ 
Association. 
Having 
been elected its president, he drew 
up demands for governmental re­ 
forms similar to those made by 
American Ambassador Crowder in 
his famous “moralization program” 
and announced that 
the 
reforms 
would be forced on the Zayas gov­ 
ernment by revolution if necessary. 
President Zayas formally announe 
ed that he was sympathetic toward 
reforms shown to be necessary, but 
that congress was the one to act. 
Activities of the Veterans and Pa­ 
triots stirred the government to ex­ 
traordinary precautions for a time 
last fall and finally resulted in in­ 
dictments being returned against 
Vele* and* a dozen other leaders. 
AH put up bonds except Velez, who 
went into hiding and issued a proc­ 
lamation calling on his followers to 
be “ready for what might come.” 
Meantime tho revolutionary talk 
is not so pronounced. The secret po­ 
lice appear to have ceased looking 
for Velez and the indictments have 
not been pressed. One government 
official in a position to know said 
he believed President Zay&s granted 
request for an extension of leave 
as a clever way of indicating that 
he did not take Velez’s activities 
seriously. Velez declared 
he de­ 
manded the extension because leg­ 
ally he was entitled to it. 
If Velez does decide to go back 
to London when his leave is up 
March 8 he will have to pass with­ 
in a stone’s throw of secret police 
headquarters to get to the state de­ 
partment for his final instructions.

LOUDON.— Striking evidence of 
the advancement made in invention 
during 1923 is found in the recent 
exhibit of telegraphic and other in­ 
struments at the British Imperial 
College of Science and Technology. 
The most notable development is in 
telegraphy; delay in submarine cab­ 
ling has been largely eliminated 
by utilizing the action of light on 
selenium, which responds so rapid­ 
ly that the signal sent out is record­ 
ed even before the full current has 
passed over the wire. 
A magnetic telegraphic drum re­ 
corder is shown, capable of speed­ 
ing up messages to 1,0 (JO words a 
minute. This is effected by the cur­ 
rent of the incoming signal passing 
through coils contained in a rapidly 
revolving iron drum and turning it 
into a magnet for a brief space, 
thus attracting a slight piece of 
Iron, shaped like a brake shoe.-This 
operates a fine syphon tube charged 
with ink, causing it to record the 
signal on the paper tape as it flies 
past it. 
Another exhibit is an “undula­ 
tory’ or an instrument used in high 
speed wireless telegraphy, capable 
of printing on an endless slip o£ 
paper up to 300 worlds a minute. 
Another device which appealed 
both to laymen and professional in 
the complicated photographic ap­ 
paratus for taking motion pictures 
at the rate of 5,000 a second.
